The invention as claimed distinguishes over the prior art of record through the 
combination of client connection request(s) generated in response to transaction requests with the 
further provision for serializing, logging, and routing transactions flowing from priority queues, 
specifically implementing a mapper which performs transaction distribution, logging, and 
routing to downstream process(es) based on the residency of transaction entries of a given 
predetermined priority within various priority queues. These features were persuasively argued
